New York and Brooklyn seem to have 
been f urly but not entirely satisfactory 
Under the guid ince of Cimle Roger, the 
Fiench inventor, who has come over 
with three of Ins novel w igons to per- 
sonally superintend then trial tups, one 
of these vehicles easily climbed a giade 
of tfiuly degrees on a smooth pavement

In that contest it covered 7 J6 miles at 
an average speed exceeding 15 miles an

This is a lesson which most men learn 
by experience, but only after they have

from 
unwise speech 
The 


thoughtless betiay their ignorance, or 
injure their best friends or get them- 
selves into trouble by cireless speech 
The tattler, without perb ips intending 
my harm, furnishes the malignant or 
mischievous with gossip that the latter 
turn to bad uses 
Our opinions of peo- 


ple whom we meet are formed usuallj 
on insutlicient data 
We cannot help 


forming them, and should ourselves be 
guided by them, but they are not opin 
ions that should be given expression ex 
cept upon compulsion, or when they 
have been well toitided and oc"asion re 
quires that they should be expressed in 
the interest of truth and honesty. Men 
learn this truth after they have seen the 
evil effects of gossip which deals with 
the characters and motives of men and 
women, for the opinions of this char- 
icter, to which expression is given, are 
hkeiy to be bandied about from mouth 
to mouth until they reach the ear of the 
person concerned, and a quarrel or an 
estrangement ensues 
As 
Confucius 


says "Silence is a friend that will never 
betray " bpeech, however guarded, is 
liable to be misreported or misinterpret- 
ed and to bring about mischief 
The 


skilltul use of silence may have the ef- 
fect of eloquence 
When one's heart is 


bursting with grief the sympathy of a 
friend silently expressed is soothing, 
though words, however tender and kmd- 
'y, would grate unpleasantly on the ear 
It is folly, however to praise silence, (as 
Carlyle has done 11 his extravagant way,) 
.is something at all times and under all 
circumstances superior to speech 
It is 


through speech, wise and unwise, that 
man has been lifted above the animal, 
that society has been organized , that 
men nave become mutually helpful and 
have been enabled to advance m civili- 
zation with giant strides 
Silence has 


been of no service to mankind except in 
a negative way, as it h s suppressed un 
wise speech 
Thus after all, that which 


we should all try to learn is to speak 
well and wisely and at the proper time. 
Silence will then be imposed upon us 
when we have nothing to say that is 
worth the saying. In short, we should 
guard our tongue against gossip and idle 
talk of all kinds, but not against wise 
and useful speech 
It is a good rule also 


not to repeat what one hears about other 
people except for sound reason 
lie- 


marks are often made by the designing 
that are intended to be repeated. There 
is some satisfaction m thwarting the 
malicious by not putting into circulation 
their Dase com. belf-tmposed silence of 
this charactei implies thought as much 
as speech, and the wise man will be 
known as much by what he says as what 
he leaves unsaid 
Silence is to speech as 


the rest to the note in music, both must 
be used intelligently if tbe proper effect 
is to be produced.—Balto &un.

ed from leading phvsicians teachers m 
medical colleges, authors, clergvmen, 
college presidents and professors

,hese onlv about one-eighth were in 
favor of unrestricted experimentation 
upon living animals the large majonty 
King either for absolute prohibition, or 
for such restriction by law as should limit 
vivisection to painless operations, or to 
those having a definite relation to the 
treatment of human ailments. A pre- 
ponderance of sentiment appeared favor- 
able to a statement of opinion which de- 
clared "that only a great and definite 
advantage W the interests of humanity 
cau justify v ivisection at all," »nd which 
condemned as cruel and wrong the in- 
fliction of torment upon living animals, 
simply to illustrate well known phvsio- 
logical facts, or as a method of research 
into curious ph} siological phenomena, 
which have no conceivable relation to 
the cure or treatment of disease. Among 
those taking this view were Herbert 
Spencer, of England, Dr. Braithwaite, 
of London. Dr T Gaillard Thomas of 
Sew York, and a large number of cler- 
g} men, college presidtnts and professors, 
and eleven bishops of the Episcopal 
Church 
About a fourth of ill opinions 


given were ic favor of absolute prohi- 
bition of vivisection, among those tak- 
ing such a view being Dr Forbes Wins- 
low, Dr Tames E Garretson. of Phila- 
delphia, and Alfred Uussdl Wallace,

General Purpose Animals. 


One of the long-sought animals is that 


fitted for general purposes, and whole 
columns have been devoted to breeds 
and crosses, which are supposed to be 
the best for producing general purpose 
horses, cattle, sheep and swine. It is 
perhaps impossible to produce an animal 
possessiug all the meritorious character- 
istics desired, as climate, food and man- 
agement must be considered. For cen- 
turies some of onr breeds have been pro- 
gressing to perfection, and each is a gen- 
eral purpose breed in certain lines. The 
very effort made to produce an animal 
fitted for certain duties will necessanly 
detract from its qualifications in some 
other direction. So man j points of merit 
must be obtained that to attempt to 
blend them is to l>egin a conflict of op- 
posing forces. As oil and water will not 
mix, and animals differ as breeds and as 
individuals, the general purpose animal 
cannot be obtained unless the whole 
system of agriculture and stock raising 
is entirely changed and the objects of 
farming become something different in 
the future from those sought at the 
present day. 


A breed may possess merit in many 


ways, but it will have one predominant 
trait—some particular characteristic—in 
which it may excel, and to enable it to 
rrach perfection in its line of duty it 
must sacrifice something for the gain 
made. 
The blacksmith who uses a 


heavy hammer daily will develop the 
muscles of his right arm, yet he may be 
deficient in strength in his legs. When 
an animal is bred for milk and butter 
production the breeder of the animal en- 
deavors to get as far away as possible 
from the tendency to produce beef, for 
the reason that the food intended for 
butter and milk cannot be spared in 
making beef. Every farmer knows that 
some of the best dairy cows, with excel- 
lent appetites, and which consume fully 
their share of food, show but little flesh 
on their bodies. This is because the 
food cannot be diverted into any other 
direction than that for wbicli tlie animal 
itself is adapted in its productive capac- 
ity. The crossing of animals of two 
different breeds in order to combine cer- 
tain distinct characteristics results in a 
loss, as instance the crossing of animals 
of the beef breeds and milk breeds re- 
sults in less milk from the offspring 
compared with one parent, aiid less beef 
compared with the other. An animal 
can only excel in one characteristic. 


Granting that one could succeed in 


securing a breed which combined all that 
was required, it must then meet the con- 
ditions to success. Hardiness is an im- 
portant factor. A breed that is capable 
of enduring one climate may succumb 
in another. The pastures and foods in 
certain sections may suit the animal, and 
it might not thrive elsewhere. 
The 


Jlerino sheep is a favorite because it is 
active, hardy, and can graze on hillsides 
aud thrive in larger Docks than other 
breeds. Conform it to produce not only 
fine wool but heavy carcasses, and it 
loses its fitness for the hillsides and will 
require more care. Cross the fastest 
trotting stallion and a Clydesdale mare. 
The speed of the trotter will have been 
sacrificed for more sue yet less than the 
sue of the Clydesdale has been secured. 
The breeds are the results of years of 
selection. Any attempt to combine the 
merits of two breeds destroys both. Xo 
general purpose animal can be produced, 
nor is it required. One can breed for 
speed, or for strength in the horse, for 
milk, butter or beef in cattle, and for 
mutton or wool in sheep, but perfection 
can only be obtained in any one object 
sought. As it is at i>-esent the farmer 
can breed for what he wants, and can 
adapt the animal to his climate and 
farm. Take away the individual charac- 
teristics of bin animals, and let him breed 
for something that is general purpose 
and be will take a backward step, secure 
nothing, and his stock will degenerate 
into scrubs.

THE HOUSEHOLD. 


If Food is Fried, It i» Well to Know 
How. 


Useful Housekeeping Hints. 


For frying meat it is often better to 


use fat of its kind, such as beef fat for 
beef, ate., but foi some other purposes 
it is not only more economical, but more 
enriching to the substance fried, to use 
a mixture of fats. In frying doughnuts, 
for instance, or fritters, for which usual- 
ly the best of lard is taken, if a mixture 
of all kinds of nicely-kept fats is used, 
even including that of mutton, the cakes 
will be found much richer and more 
savory then when fried in pure lard. 
Some kinds of fish can also be fried with 
mixed fats, and the result be good. 


On frying oysters at one time, a dearth 


of lard being discovered, the amateur 
eook concluded, rather than lose the 
feast, to try some mixed fat she had on 
hand, which consisted o£ odd quantities 
of beef, mutton, ham fat and lard. To 
the surprise of the partakers, the oysters 
proved to be unusually good. On the 
second occasion pure lurd was used, as 
heretofore, with the expectation of an 
improvement in flavor ; but much to the 
surprise of the cook, the oysters seemed 
to lack a certain richness they h?d be- 
fore, and a peculiar attraclive flavor. 
It 


was also found that the mixed fats were 
best when some time had elapsed before 
using them. Mutton fat, not generally 
used for frying, cannot be detected, ex- 
cept by experts, if half iard or other fat 
is mixed with it. 


One excellent, housekeeper said she 


saved all her mutton fat for frying 
doughnuts ; but mixed it with other fats 
without regard to quantities. Her plan 
was to have a stone jar (as earthen ab- 
sorbs fat) for each kind of fat. Over 
these were tied thin muslin strainers. 
As the fat accumulated, each kind was 
poured into its own receptacle. 
One 


large jar was kept for mixed fats. 
Small quantities and the mutton fat 
were emptied into that, this being the 
stock kept on hand for doughnuts, aud 
excellent doughnuts they were. 


A good de;il of fat, such as sausage 


and ham fat, are wasted in gravies. 
Both sausage and ham are much better 
served with what are called water 
gravies, which are made as follows: Af- 
ter the meat is taken from the pan, all 
the fat is poured off except a minute 
quantity. Boiling water is then poured 
into the pan, suflicient in quantity to a 
little more than cover the bottom of the 
meat dish. The water should be made 
to flow bark and forward over the pan 
to wash off the juices draun from the 
meat, which dry on the pan dining the 
cooking process. If it will not dissolve 
it should he scraped with a spoon or 
knife till it mixes well, then give it one 
boil up, and pour it over the meat, al- 
ready placed in the dish for the table. 


If much fat is left after frying meat, 


or from doughnuts, e'c., it may he clear- 
ed up by boiling it in water, aud stiaiii- 
ing water and fat toother into a vessel 
to cool, when it cin be used again. 
Turkey, chicken, and duck fat should be 
rendered slouly, strained, and put by to 
use for batter cakes, or oilier cakes in 
which buttei or lard is used. In butter, 
or ginger cakes, chicken and turkey fat 
are especially nice. 


Goose fat is excellent for medicine,be- 


ing very beneficial for rubbing over 
biuises, or sprains, or limbs sore from 
fatigue. 
It is especially good, if warm- 


ed, for bathing the chest and throat to 
remove the soreness produced by colds.

Science in farming ia being recognized 


by farmers who are progressive. The 
records of the State Agricultural Col- 
leges show that the attendance of stu- 
dents is very large, and that tanners' 
sons are taking ''courses in agriculture," 
which includes chemistry, the nature of 
soils and fertilizers, characteristics and 
diseases of stock, as well as the habits of 
insects. The result will be a betterclass 
of farmers in the future aiul a higher 
system of cultivation. 


The yield of wheat depends on the va- 


riety and soundness of the seed. Va- 
rieties that give good results in one place 
may not do so well in another. 
No 


farmer should procure seed north or 
south of bis location until after experi- 
menting with siicli seed on a small plot. 
When a satisfactory variety is secured 
that is adapted to the soil retain it and 
take no risks with any other. 


Farmers seem to give very little atten- 


tion to forestry, and great tracts of 
timber are cut without regard to the 
future. Xow that we have had a severe 
drought in this section, while other sec- 
tions have been dry in previous 3-ears, it 
is time to consider the cause, which is 
claimed to be the destruction of the 
trees. If there is an inducement to cut 
timber because it brings a high price, it 
will be at the cost o£ drouths and losses 
in the future. 


A garden cannot be had without extra 


effort. 
Cover it with manure this fall 


and work the manure into the soil. Xo 
value can be placed on a garden because 
it provides something which money can- 
not always secure — fresh fruits and 
vegetables for the family. Xo doubt, 
one can buy all the small fruits and 
•vegetables required, but they cannot he 
bad in that fresh condition as when 
they are transferred from ths garden to 
the table in a few minutes. Prepare for 
the garden by the use of plenty of ma- 
nnre now, so as to have it thoroughly 
decomposed by spring. 


Hard or easy, a stump should be re- 


moved as soon as the ground is put; in 
cultivation, says a farmer. Before the 
£tumpe are rotted out one will lose, in 
cultivating and harvesting among them, 
five times as much time as will re-move 
them at the beginning, not to speak of 
breakages due to tfieir presence. 


Cows in milk will consume nearly oO 


per cent, more water than the same cows 
whim not giving milk. The New fork 
Experiment Station at Geneva found on 
an average of several breeds that each 
drank 1,039 pounds of water and con- 
sumed 547 pounds more in food per 
month. Inuring lactation the average 
per month was 1,660 pounds drank and 
774.3 pounds consumed in food.

Novel Insurance Suit. 


The Mrnnonlte Mutual Aid Assix-iullnn Must 


Tuy tlie Innur.iiiee oil Wenger'n 


llunied Barn. 


A novel and interesting lawsuit ended 


in Lancaster Friday week with a verdict 
for the plaintiff. The old Jlennonite 
Church is the strongest of the many re- 
ligioussects peculiar to Lancaster county. 
The tenets of the church are averse to 
many features of modern social and 
business life,| and though insurance is 
not strictly forbidden, there is within 
the church an association known as the 
Mennonite Mutual Aid Association, 
which is expected to supply this want to 
all the members. 


It is a beneficial association chartered 


by the court. Joseph Wenger, of Breck- 
nock township, had a stone grist mill in- 
sured eome years ago for $4,000. His 
son-in-law was a bishop in the church 
and separated from it because he looked 
with disfavor upon Sunday schools and 
musical instruments in 
the church. 


There were threats of excommunication 
against all his adherents, including 
Wenger, although he was never formal- 
ly expelled. 
Becoming apprehensive 


that his excommunication might de- 
prive him of his insurance he applied for 
a policy in another mutual company, to 
take effect, however, only in case the 
Mennonite policy was cancelled. 


Before the policy was cancelled and 


before he withdrew from the church, 
his mill burned down. The second com- 
pany denied its liability because there 
bad only been a conditional delivery of 
the policy, to take effect upon an event 
which had never occurred. 


The Mennonite company resisted the 


claim because he was not in full counse1 


and communion with the church. Be- 
ing forbidden by the ordinances of the 
religious body to sue, he assigned the 
policy to Squire Burkholder, who con- 
tested it in the courts, and after a hard 
fought legal battle established to the
